Bitter fighting broke 'out in the 


capital Saturday and continued 
Sunday until government security 
forces pinned down the insurgents 
in their strongholds at the center 
of Beirut. Heavy shooting stopped 
by. noon, but sporadic firing and 
bombing were heard the rest of 
the day.

Americans in the Middle East 
since th« 1956 Suez crisis, the U. 
S. Embassy offered free transpor- 
tation out of the jstrife-torn coun 
try to dependents of embassy staff 
members. The 5.000 other Ameri- 
cans in Beirut were urged to stay 
off the streets. 


So far no foreigners have been 


hurt in the month-old rebellion 
against President Camille Cha- 
moun's pro-Western government, 
which charges the insurgents have 
been directed bv President Nas- 
eer's United Arab Republic and 
inspired by its pan-Arab expan- 
sionist policies. 


The Lebanese casualties have 


been reckoned upward of 500. 
Fighting Saturday lulled 50 per- 
sons, and the large number of am- 
bulances 5n Beirut Sunday was 
evidence of the continuing bitter 
battle.

Drive Starts 
To Liberalize 
S. S. Benefits 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The bien 


nial election-year drive in Con 
gress to liberalize Social Security 
benefits opens today before the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. 


With the possible exception of 


cost-of-living increases for some 
classes of old-age beneficiaries, 
the Eisenhower administralion is 
opposed to any across-the-board 
liberalization of benefits. 


For the first time in its history 


the system this year is paying out 
more in benefits than it is taking 
in, although trustees reported to 
Congress last Friday the situation 
is temporary and not unexpected. 


But the political appeal of doing 


something for the "old folks" is 
strong in Congress. In 1950. 1952, 
1954 and 1956 Congress voted to 
liberalize the system. And ^1958 is 
another election year. 


Consideration of any broad-scale 


revisions of the law probably will 
be left for the next Congress, but 
improvements in the scale of 
benefits are considered possible 
this year. These benefits now 
average around $66 a month for 
the nearly 11 million pensioners 
drasving payments under the sys 
tern;

NEW YORK (AP)-Two man 


time unions struck today, refusing 
to sail without contracts. 


The walkout of 1.700 engineers 


and 10,000 unlicensed tanker sea 
men could tie up nearly 700 
American-flag ships operating out 
of East and Gulf Coast ports. 
': The.flriking unions, the Marine 
Engineers Beneficial Assn. and 
the National Maritime Union, said 
negotiations would pick up again 
later in the day. Meanwhile, they 
said, "no contract', no sailing." 


The engineers-are employed on 


448 dry cargo and passenger ships, 
the 10,000 seamen on 231 oil tank- 
ers. 


There is no large passenger"ship 


berthed in New York now and 
none is expected to sail before 
Wednesday. The walkouts do not 
affect ships at sea. 


The Marine Engineers struck 


after the union rejected a contracl 
offer by the Dry Cargo and Pas- 
senger Ship Operators. 


The strike by the tanker sea- 


men was unexpected. The NMU 
had tentatively approved a three- 
year contract covering about 30, 
000 unlicensed seamen employed 
on the dry cargo and passenger 
ships. 


Another maritime union, the 


American Radio Assn., represent- 
ing 500 operators, reached agree- 
ment on a new contract with the 
American Merchant Marine Insti- 
tute, representing the employers. 


The settlement came after an 


all - night bargaining 
session. 


Terms were not immediately dis- 
closed. Under the old contract the 
radiomen received $569 monthly 
for a 40-hour work week. 


All contracts expired last mid- 


night. The Engineers'

with the tankers runs until next 
year.

broke down over four major 
items, the union said. They were: 


Increases in retirement pensions 


from $100 to $250 a month; in 
creases in paid vacations, "sub 
slantial" wage increases and a 
clause providing that if an opera' 
tor sells or transfers his ship the 
MEBA contract must follow the 
ship or the operator must pay one 
year's severance pay.

Mrs. Menshikov was said to 


have remained here -while .her 
husband made the trip to Moscow 
—his first since taking over as 
ambassador to the United States 
last Feb. 6.

Deparlment and other embassies 
in Washington were informed that 
Menshikov was returning briefly.

They are also confusing, because they are particularly critical of the City's financial situation, 


and at the same time, they praise the Commissioner who is in charge of the City's finances. 


Actually, the City's finances are alright, our expenses as a whole are well within the appropria- 


tions, and the only foreseeable future difficulty will be the payments which the City is obligated to 


make in connection with the present Cumberland Thruway, including the industrial Boulevard. These 


payments are. unusual, they must be made no matter who is elected, and there will be no difficulty 


about the payments if the Urban Development Bond Issue, which is designed to take care of them, 


is approved. 


Furthermore, all of the present City Commissioners voted for the Ordinance proposing this Bond 


Issue, and they voted for all other Bond Issues of this administration, except that the Finance Commis- 


sioner opposed what was by far the smallest one of $150,000.00, to build a new Nurses Home for the 


Memorial Hospital.

SB-billion-dollar national defense 
appropriation bill for next year, 
now before Congress, must be 
considered as-only a beginning. 


You must add to it three billion 


dollars for military assistance, 
two and a half billion for atomic 
weapons and half a billion for 
stockpiling. This makes a 44-bil- 
lion-dollar total. This, too, is only 
a beginning. 


It is a 10-billion-dollar increase 


over the 34-billion defense cost 
for 1955, first past-Korean peace- 
time year. At this rate of growth, 
the cost of U.S. defense could be 
over 70 million dollars by 1970— 
11 years away.

in 1955. This year it is four billion 
and next year five. 


COSTS ARK going up in spite 


of the fact that thc number of 
men in the armed forces. Nation- 
al Guard and reserves is being 
cut down.

Stock Prices Rise Despite U.S. Slump 


By SAM DAWSOX 


NEW YORK (AP) - What's 


sending stock .prices up when 
many observers doubt the slump 
has hit bottom yet?' 
. 


Stock, prices have been rising 


pretty steadily since the middle 
of Ma/ and of late the popular 
indexes of stock averages have 
been climbing into high ground 
for the year. , 


They have done this in the face 


of a growing number of bears who 
think prices will drop and there- 
fore have increased their short 
selling of.borrowed stocks, ex- 
pecting to buy back at lower 
prices. 


The highs have been reached in 


spite of generally poor earnings 
statements* for the first three 
months of the year and indications 
that the current three months 
may follow the same pattern. 


The bulls who see still higher 


stock prices ahead also are disre- 
garding the greatest postwar total 
of companies omitting dividends 
or cutting them. '

The drop in industrial'output, 


the high total of unemployment, 
the dip'in national income and a 
slight slip in consumer spending 
hasn't fazed (he bulls.,

What do they think justifies 


bidding up stock prices now? • 


Some .fully believe that the 


slump is at or-nea- bottom and 
that the only way.for business to 
go now is up. If sales go up, 
earnings should rise for many 
companies. Profits fall faster and 
further than sales in a recession 
and could rise faster in a rebound 
of sales and production. 


The bulls argue that if earnings 


turn up, dividend payments can 
be resumed where dropped or re- 
stored to their f o r m e r levels 
where cut. 


Other bulls are operating in the 


belief that inflation has joined 
death and taxes on the list of 
things--that are certain. 


They hold.that with the govern 


rnent committed to trying to 
achieve full 'employment, with 
higher wages'sure for many work- 
ers and likely for others, with a 
federal deficit m o u n t i n g fast, 
there is nothing ahead bat higher 
prices.

And when inflation gets going, 


stock prices go up, too, both in 
sympathy and as a-hedge against 
the furtherchipping away of the 
market value of the dollar put in- 
to fixed income investments.

WASHINGTON'(AP) - Return 


of most of what's left of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia to Maryland to 
give a majority of Washington'-s 
residents the. right to vote has 
been recommended. 


The recommendation was made 


by Prof. Roy P. Franchino. of 
American University in an article 
in the Georgetown Law Journal's 
spring issue.

In addition to giving Washing- 


tonians the right to vote in local 
and national elections, Franchino 
said his proposal also would en- 
able Congress to utilize the time 
it now devotes to local affairs in 
carrying out its national func- 
tions. 


Under the proposal, the national 


capital would be reduced to a 
small area containing the Capitol, 
White House and most other down- 
town federal buildings. 


Originally, the District was' 10 


miles square. The area was do- 
nated to the federal government 
by Virginia and Maryland. Con- 
gress decided the area was too 
big, and in 1346 returned to Vir- 
ginia that portion of the District 
on Virginia's side of the Potomac 
River which the state had donated.

India Payroll, 
Chech Shown 


NEW DELHI. India (AP) — A 


recent survey by Agra University 
ihows that beggars make mpre 
money than workers in India 
at least they do in the Indian 
city of Lucknow. 


The study of 150 beggars in 


Lucknow- brought out that the 
average beggar income was 18.2 
annas (about 25 cents) a day. The 
average industrial or agricultural 
worker in the same area makes 
17.5 annas a day. 


Even so. Dr. Chandi Prasad, 


who supervised the study, con 
eluded that the reason for the 
prevalence of begging in India is 
rooted as much in a lack of social 
security measures as in proverty. 
The lack of land, jobs and future 
propects sometimes sends whole 
families into the streets with beg> 
ging bowls. 


The committee

the adoption of social welfare pro- 
grams to end the begging trade. 
It said legislation would be of kit- 
tle use, that the very philosophy of 
begging will have to be changed, 
since most beggars believe des 
tiny has ordained that they be 
parasites.

William H. Buchholtz: 
I would like to call to your attention that 
this is not a Revenue Bond. This is a 
bond for capital improvements which 
will release gasoline tax revenue to the 
City of 'Cumberland so that .these funds 
can be levied for general purposes. It 
is illegal under the Charier for the 
Mayor and Council to have any paid ad 
giving 
facts 
and 
details 
concerning 


things of this nature. There has been 
publicity given this Bond Issue from 
time to time in the press. If you will 
recall, there have been several test 
cases concerning this Bond Issue, both 
.in the Circuit Court and the Maryland 
Court of Appeals. There was a petition 
which was publicized as required by the 
Home Rule Amendment to provide for 
this question to be placed on the General 
Election Ballot next Tuesday, which up 
until this time should'have given those 
interested the opportunity to familiarize 
themselves with this important question. 


Roy W. Eves: 
Reference is evidently intended for the 
$500,000 
Cumberland Urban 
Develop- 


ment bond issue for purpose of meeting 
the $70.000.00 annual commitment to the 
Stale Road Commission for the Cross- 
town Thruway construction. (This is not 
a "revenue bond.") I voted for it as 
Mayor, and now that it is to be decided 
by a referendum, will vote for it a_s a 
citizen. Much publicity has been given 
to it, but still more is necessary. 


Phllmore F. Fleming: 
I feel that the Mayor and City Council 
should have held open meetings at which 
lime they could have fully informed the 
taxpayers the City's financial position, 
the necessity of the bond issue and 
specifically how the funds realized were 
to be used. Since the referendum is 
scheduled for Tuesday's election, I am 
not taking any public position on this 
issue, since the vote of the people will 
determine whether or not this obligation 
shall be assumed by the city. (Voted 
"No" on Sufficient Information.) 


William V. Kccgan: 
It is a general not a revenue bond issue. 
The bond ordinance was published in the 
newspapers a number of times, petitions 
for 
referendum were filed, 
and 
Ihe 


validity of the bond ordinance and of the 
referendum petitions were all taken to 
Court, and the newspapers fully covered 
Ihese matters. Actually, this bond issue 
has received more publicity than any 
that I can recall in recent years. (Voted 
"Yes" on Sufficient Information; "Yes" 
•on Support Bond Issue). 


T.ucilc Rocder: 
First, in regard to the Urban Develop- 
ment Bonds, I would like to say that 
from time to time the details of the 
issue and its purposes, as presented in 
council discussion, have appeared in the 
local newspapers. Many voters want to 
have it presented again. I feel lliat I 
have been informed as to what the Bond 
Issue is for. The purpose of (he Bond 
Issue is to restore the gasoline and 
motor vehicle revenues to the operating 
fund. 
During 
my 
administration 
as 


Commissioner of Streets and Public 
Property, this revenue was most im- 
portant in trying to properly maintain 
our streets and alleys. 
2. Traffic Planning 


and Control 


Question: What specific recommend- 
ations do you hove on relieving 
Cumberland's traffic 
and parking 


problems? Do you favor creating a 
permanent position for a trained, 
qualified 
traffic 
engineer? Q Yes 
n NO. 


William H. Buchhollz: 
There have been a number of traffic 


surveys conducted by various agencies; 
including the State Roads Commission, 
and a number of recommendations have 
been placed into effect. Others will fol- 
low as time and money permit. 
The 


parking problem is being solved very 
rapidly. In the past' several years a 
number of parking lots have been open- 
ed providing off-street parking . space 
which is badly needed, and very re- 
cently the site adjoining the railroad 
which 
was 
formerly the 
Merchants 


Wholesale 
Grocery 
Warehouses, 
has 


been set up as a parking lot; the West- 
ern 
Maryland 
Railway Company 
is 


tearing down their freight shed and pro- 
viding parking space for approximately 
100 cars; and more recently Mr. Frank 
Vandegrift of Kansas City, formerly of- 
Cumberland, disclosed plans for a large 
off-street parking facility in the area of 
the Bus Terminal, Southern Hotel and 
Garden Theatre. I would favor a traffic 
engineer if funds were available; how- 
ever, at the moment, with only limited 
funds 
for 
all 
purposes. 
I question 


whether this would be a practical so- 
lution. 


Roy W. Even: 
I favor a study to be made by compe- 
tent consultant on traffic, fojlowcd by 
definite action by the Council. (Voted 
"No" on Traffic Engineer). 


Phllmore F. Fleming: 
I am not in favor of creating a perman- 
ent position of a traffic consultant. The 
overhead bridge should give us a partial 
solution for the downtown traffic condi- 
tions. As this work progresses, the city, 
together with interested groups of citi- 
zens should continue studying this situa- 
tion to facilitate the movement of traffic 
in the two main business areas, namely, 
Baltimore Street and Virginia Avenue 
and t? continue to promote development 
of increased parking facilities. I do not 
favor the use of the taxpayers money 
in the development of parking facilities. 


William V. Keegan: 
Traffic is a problem in every town and 
city in the country, and is particularly 
difficult here because of the railroads 
and narrow streets. Additional parking 
facilities have been and are being pro- 
vided, and the cross town expressway 
and the industrial boulevard will cer- 
tainly helpline traffic situation. A traf- 
fic expert might help but.I do not thjnk 
the City would be justified in spending 
the money for an expert until at least 
the above improvements 
have 
been 


completed. 
Lucilc Rocdcr: 
Cumberland's traffic and parking prob- 
lems are perennially with us, changing 
only slightly thcough the years. Several 
studies have been made by the State 
Roads Commission and by a 
traffic 


engineer in regards to relieving traffic 
congestion. If elected to Council, I be- 
lieve it would be proper to review these 
projects and institute such measures as 
the finances of the city would permit. 
3. Improving City 


Facilities 


Question: What do you feel are Cum- 
berland's greatest needs for improv- 
ed facilities (such as streets, parks, 
schools, sanitation units, etc.)? How 
do you propose to attack the prob- 
lem'? 


William II. RiichhoUz: 
There are a number of street improve- 
ments, sanitary and storm sewer im- 
provements 
that arc 
badly needed: 


however, for the moment with the Flood 
Control problem which is near complc-. 
lion, it would be impractical and eco- 
nomically unwise until this project has 
been completed to take on any additional 
indebtedness in order that we may re- 
tain the tax rate at its present level. 
Speaking about schools and sanitation 
units, the schools arc under the super- 
vision of the Allegany County Board of 
Education, and the Health Department 
is under the supervision of the Board 
of 
Allegany County 
Commissioners, 


neither being a part of the municipal 
government operation. 


Roy W. Eves: 
We need a definite plan for paving and 
widening streets, and separate storm 


and sanitary sewer system. First step 
should be restoring our Engineering De- 
partment to its normal force and ac- 
complish improvements step by step 
as funds are available. 


Philmore F. Fleming: 
This question is entirely too general to 
be answered specifically in a question- 
naire such as this. As I stated in my an- 
nouncement, I am in favor of doing 
everything possible to% attract new in- 
dustry to Cumberland. Onexof the im- 
portant factors new industry considers 
is the local municipal facilities — its 
parks, schools, etc. Within the limits of 
the city's budget, I favor the develop- 
ment of all of our facilities to make the 
City of Cumberland as attractive as 
possible for new industry and new resi- 
dents. 


William V. Kecgan: 
Allegany 
County has charge of the 


.schools, and the City no longer has any- 
thing to do with the Health Department. 
I am, of course, in favor of parks and 
improved streets to the extent of the 
City's financial ability to pay for them. 


Luclle Rocder: 
The city has nothing to do with the 
schools as this is a county function. The 
remaining facilities should be handled' 
as the finances of the city permit. There 
are many things which the city would 
like to have but there arc. many things 
which the city cannot afford at this 
time without imposing an undue tax 
burden on the citizens. The city has ju^t 
about completed its final portion of the 
flood project, a very costly facility; it 
has also completed the sewage treat- 
ment plant. Both will have to be paid 
for before any other sizable 
project 


should be considered. It must be under- 
stood that the city has already pledged 
itself to the Cumberland Throughway. 
Above, and beyond the State's share. 
Cumberland will be obligated for more 
than $300,000. 
4. Fluorldation 
Background: Nearly 10 years ago, 
the Dental Society recommended the 
adoption of a fluoridation program 
for city water. Approximately 
4 


years ago, the Council passed a 
fluoridation bill, the equipment was 
purchased, built, inspected and ap- 
proved. What happened 
to 
this 


project? 


William II. Buchhollz: 
It is true, an ordinance was passed 
upon the recommendation of the Dental- 
Society. It developed that the opposition 
was overwhelming, apparently because 
everyone felt that this was a mass med- 
ication program. Therefore I believe 
that under our democratic way of life 
this decision should not rest with the 
Mayor and four Councilmcn, but with 
the citizens themselves, therefore I be- 
lieve this question should be subject to 
a referendum. 


Roy W. Eves: 
The Water Commissioner has authority 
at any time to establish fluoridalion, now 
that the major improvements are about 
to be completed. However it was agreed 
thai when we reached Ihis point, there 
would be arranged an open meeting at 
which the bitter opponents of fluorida- 
tion could present their case, together 
with representatives of our Stale Board 
of Hcallh, and the local Denial and 
Medical Societies. 


Philmore F. Fleming: 
I dp not know what happened lo this 
project. I know that many groups, rep- 
resenting a great number of pur citizens, 
vigorously opposed this project. I, per- 
sonally, would have to know a great 
deal mori about this project before I 
can take any position. 


William V. Kccgan: 
Before fluoridation can be put into ef- 
fect it was necessary to secure permis- 
sion from the Slate Health Departments 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
West 
Virginia 
and 


Maryland, and this has taken some 
lime. There is a sharp division of opin- 
ion on this question and I favor ^submit' 
ting il lo a referendum. 


Lncllt Rocder: 
On the question of fluoridation, I do 


not know what happened to the project, 
or whether there are practical, legal 
or financial obstacles which may prevent 
its operation. Accordingly, I cannot in 
fairness be expected to answer now as 
to what I propose to do. Since fluorida- 
tion will affect every person in the com- 
munity, it might be well for it to go 
before the voters.

The present method • of purchasing is 
giving us maximum return 
for our 


dollar because the Charter provides that 
all -items over $500 -must be advertised 
for bids; and in making a check with 
our City Auditor, you will find that 
purchases less than $500 for such things 
as concrete; 
gravel, 
stone, standard 


.types of material used for the Water 
and Street Departments, etc., do not 
constitute sufficient amounts in terms of 
dollars and cents so as to justify creat- 
ing a new position. However. I believe 
that if some satisfactory arrangements 
could be made, using some of the pres- 
ently employed personnel at City Hall, 
this plan could be adopted and could 
result, possibly, in a saving of some 
money. 


Roy W. Eves:

This need not involve any great admin- 
istrative expense, centralization being 
the important factor. (Voted "No" on 
Relurn Per Dollar; "Yes" on Purchasing 
Agent). 


Philmore F. Fleming: 
There is no question that the city must 
be operated in a most efficient manner 
in view of the fact that costs are stead- 
ily increasing and our tax rate is at a 
maximum as permitted by the City 
Charter. The more modern city govern- 
ments do have centralized purchasing. 
Purchasing in bulk at one time for all 
of flic city departments should result 
in substantial economics, and I would 
favor this, even if it is necessary to 
amend the City Charter. 


William V. Kccgan: 
All expenditures above $500 must be 
advertised for bids, and I doubt that 
a purchasing agent would save enough 
money 
on 
smaller 
expenditures 
to 


justify his salary. 


Lucilc Rocdcr: 
Central 
purchasing is unquestionably 


Ihe most economical manner in which to 
handle this city function. However, our 
city charter provides us with a depart- 
mentalized government, and it seems 
apparent that involved in the creation 
of such an office arc charter changes 
.and substantial legal problems. It can- 
not be brought into being without ap- 
proval of the voters on referendum.

I believe that this is again a subject 
which should not rest with the Mayor 
and Council, or any individual group or 
otherwise. I believe it should be subject 
to a referendum such as it has been 
in the past. However, this has twice 
been defeated, by referendum, and I am 
going to offer what I think might be a 
more practical approach. Perhaps we 
should petition the City of Cumberland 
for a referendum and put on the ballot 
"Council 
Manager Form of Govern- 


ment," "Strong Mayor Form of Govern- 
ment" and our present "Commission 
Form of Government," and I think you 


will then gel the answer as to just exact- 
ly what our citizens want. 


Roy W. Eve*:

Twice the City Manager has been de- 
feated at the polls, and once by the 
vetoing of an Act of the Legislature by 
Ihe Governor at the unanimous request 
of- the Mayor and City Council. Like 
marriage the success or failure of the 
plan depends upon the selection of the 
groom. The people should again be given 
an opportunily of deciding. 


Phllmore F. Fleming: 
The queslion of our form'of government 
is one that cannot be determined by 
the Mayor and City Council, but is 
established by'the citizens by way of a 
charier 
referendum. While I am in 


favor of responsible leadership in Ihe 
city, there are several methods, by 
which, this can be achieved, besides 
thai of City Manager. Since this is a 
malter for the people to determine, I 
see no reason for a public position at 
this time. I .am willing to leave this 
up to the decision of Ihe volcrs if Ihe 
question arises in the future. 


William V. Ke«K«n: 
The city management plan was defeated 
by the voters a few years ago, and my 
views as lo a city manager would neces- 
sarily depend on just what type of city 
managership is proposed. 


I.uclle Roeder: 
Wilh respect lo the city manager plan, 
or as it is often referred to. the Admin- 
islralive Plan of Cily Governmenl, I 
would like to say lhal il has been before 
Ihe volers Iwice in the last two years. 
The law of the people is important.

William H. Bnchholtz: 
Penny for penny, dollar for dollar, I 
have endeavored to give the taxpayer 
more than I believe any other adminis- 
Iralion in history. I have always felt 
thai I represent all of Ihe people, not 
jusl a few; and if re-elected, I will con- 
linuc to give as much of my energies 
and talent that time will permit, to keep 
Cumberland on the high level on which 
it belongs, by continuing to favor pro- 
gressive moves, so as to make it a 
better .community in which to live. 
I also wish to congratulate you for your 
continued offorfs towards a more pro- 
gressive : Cumberland, and you may be 
assured thai you have my whole-hearted 
support .and co-operation towards any 
project thai would make Cumberland 
a better place in which to live. 


Roy W. Eves: 
Our present form of city Government 
was adopted 48 years ago. Cumberland 
has grown bigger and has progressed in 
many other ways. As an intcrmcdialc 
step toward a City Manager form of 
government, our present form should be 
brought up to date, in the interest of 
democracy and efficiency. 


William V. Kccgan: 
I favor the continuance and when pos- 
sible an increase in recreational facili- 
ties for the children of the City. I also 
would like to sec a baseball park estab- 
lished for the Little Leaguers. Parks, 
improved streets, and other improved 
facililies arc desirable but these things 
all cost money and can only be grad- 
ually acquired. 


Lucilc Rocdcr: 
It was possible for me lo answer some 
of your questions, others I believe no 
one not presently in office has sufficient 
information on which to base an intelli- 
gent answer. I want to again emphasize 
my great concern with finances. As stated 
before, many things which may be de- 
sirable may not be economically possible 
for Cumberland. Before I decide any 
queslion for the city, I shall wanl to have 
an intimate knowledge of its effect on 
our city's finances. I appreciate the 
spirit in which your questions arc asked, 
and trust that you will continue to show 
such interest in the affairs of your-city 
between electioas. Public knowledge is 
the best help toward betterment of your 
government. 


These candidates, did not answer 


the specific questions, but replied 


in general, as follows: 


J. Edwin Ketch: 
I appreciate very much the question- 
naire sent me on the evening of June 11 
by the Junior Chamber of Commerce. 
I feel you as a group should be com- 
mended on bringing these very import- 
ant matters to the citizens of Cumber- 
land. Having never held public office, 
I am not completely informed on all 
these vital issues, but I do promise the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce and the 
citizens of Cumberland - that, if I am 
elected, I intend to examine all issues 
involved, and will then, with the judg- 
ment of my council,' make decisions to 
Ihe best interest of our Cily. These 
mailers require very careful study and 
I feel sure you as members of the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce and the 
citizens of Cumberland do not expect 
action to be taken until the Mayor and 
Cily Council have had sufficient time 
lo make a Ihorough sludy and act ac- 
cordingly. 


G. Ray Light: 
Since I have not made a complete sludy 
of all Ihe important issues asked in your 
questionnaire, 'I feel I should be allowed 
time to get myself acquainted with all 
the facts before making any decision 
concerning them. However, I have this 
promise to make to you and all the 
people of Cumberland, should I be elect- 
ed lo the office of City Council I will 
familiarize myself with not only the 
issues you brought oul but all the prob- 
lems facing the city so that I will be 
able to act in the best interest for all 
of our citizens on all mailers concern- 
ing our cily government. 


John J. Long: 
Thank you for'your letter of June llth. 
I regret that the Jaycees did not present 
this list of issues to me in time for me 
to give them the study and thought re- 
quired for an honest answer by noon, 
Saturday. June 14, 1958. However, I 
want you and all Jaycees lo know that 
since I have been in public office, I have 
often heard people complain^about con- 
ditions in the communily. Those people 
have a vote and in a democracy all of 
us can exercise -a degree of influence. 
"H is better to light one candle than 
to curse the darkness." I want you, the 
Jaycees and the 'people of Cumberland 
lo know, and especially the ones who 
have confidence in me and vole for me, 
thai I will never relinquish the privilege 
of voling on issues according'to the dic- 
tates of my own conscience enlightened 
by all the facts available on -a .partic- 
ular issue. 
With the realization of the 


inflalionary trend'of the post-war years, 
and the ever increasing costs of govern- 
ment I have walched carefully the ex- 
penditures of the Cily of Cumberland 
and voiced my objection in all instances 
where I deemed an expenditure unwai* 
ranted. Added to the problem of main- 
taining existing municipal services with 
limiled revenues. Ihcre is the problem 
of providing funds for additional facili- 
ties and capital improvements, if we are 
to remain in the ranks of a first class 
city. These matters will require malurc 
Ihoughl and experience if we arc to 
keep in proper balance the cost of new 
facilities with the funds available for 
that purpose, 
without impairing the 


city's credit or making unwarranted in- 
creases in the lax burden. My decisions 
and policies have always been influ- 
enced by the fact lhal I am a laxpaycr 
myself — a laxpaycr responsible for 
spending the hard earned money of 
other taxpayers. I have a deep and 
abiding faith in Cumberland and its 
future. It is the place of my birth, it is 
my home and therefore, worthy of my 
very best efforts as a citizen, taxpayer, 
parent and as an elected official.
